- A: On the basis of the facts, it can be affirmed that the transaction account and even the savings 
account do not fully meet the expectations of the poor. Besides, because of ATM (Automated Teller 
Machines), they are now in favor of excessive withdrawals of money, which is undeniably 
incompatible with the notion of saving. As an example, one can imagine the extravagances of a party 
person in a bar not far from a bank, or rather an ATM...As regards African tontines, they are 
relatively comparable to the « events-account » or « moneybox-account », speaking specifically of 
its main sub-account, which will operate exactly like a moneybox. Despite all similarities, the 
primacy of the « events-account » over the African tontines will be undeniable. On this note, it 
should be mentioned that each saver will have the opportunity to make deposits in accordance with 
his wishes, that is to say when it seems necessary to him and according to his availabilities. 
Therefore, the amount of each deposit will not be fixed in advance, as opposed to African tontines, 
which are heavy burdens. Clearly, the « events-account » will put its users to the shelter from the 
torments of members of African tontines who not only are indebted from time to time because of 
their contributions, but who at the time of benefiting, are in some cases, tormented by auctions. It is 
important to note that the beneficiary designation methods adopted by the African tontines do not 
fully meet the expectations of the members. The list of disadvantages of African tontines can be 
lengthened by talking about the fines, the assaults of the beneficiaries sometimes because of 
complicities, the misappropriations of the leaders, etc. In short, it would be absurd to doubt the 
necessity of the « events-account ». 


- Q: Will the African tontines disappear ? 


- A: Built on a socio-cultural base, these tontines will not disappear. At worst, they will be relegated 
to a role of solidarity between their members. 


- Q: What to know about the feasibility of the project ? 


- A: It cannot be contested, since it will be enough to rely on computer programming. Clearly, we can 
talk about a common know-how, adopted for example by crowd-funding websites. Speaking about 
the overall operation of these websites, each applicant builds his project and determines the date of 
its automatic publication. Example: several weeks, and even several months later. 


- Q: By carrying out the present project, will it be possible to increase the well-being of populations ? 


- A: Since the « events-account » or « moneybox-account » is aimed to promote savings, its 
operation in any country will contribute to the improvement of the financial situation of the 
populations, or rather to the increment of their well-being, without ignoring that it will in addition 
beneficial to the economy of the country. 


Some remarks : 


Payment cards and the savings account, without ignoring the transaction account can be restructured on the 
basis of the « events-account ». This restructuring which would benefit in particular commercial banks and 
their customers, would consist in endowing payment cards, the savings account and the transaction account 
with several sub-accounts. Talking for example about the credit card, it will give its users the possibility to 
prepare serenely trips and certain other occasions... 


All things considered, the « events-account » relates to the measures often recommended by the IMF in the 
context of its structural adjustments. Consequently, the « events-account » certainly relates to the fight 
against poverty, one of the sustainable development goals of the United Nations.
